It -will be noticed that the circulation for the past year has been about ,£100,000 
less than the circulation of 1848 ; and that it is, in the aggregate, about one- 
third of the average total circulation of the Loan Funds for the years 1844-5-6 : 
the three years immediately preceding the famine. 

If it is borne in mind, that the average circulation of the Banks in Ireland 
had, during the year 1849, probably fallen to one-half of what it was in 1845 y 
it mil appear surprising that the circulation of the Loan Funds had not much 
further declined. 

The Board have reason to think that the decline in the circulation has reached 
its minimum, the large majority of the Funds now issuing being in a satisfactory 
state. 

In 1847 and 1848, the net loss on the operations of the aggregate Funds in 
Ireland exceeded the aggregate profits : during the past year the profits have- 
exceeded all losses, as before the famine. 

It will be noticed, that the number of loans issued has declined in a much 
greater ratio than the average number of pounds sterling lent. This is to be 
accounted for by the great change, in many districts, of the class of borrowers 
accommodated. Small farmers and shopkeepers have, in many districts, gladly 
availed themselves of the temporary aid of the Loan Fund. Conacre was, during 
the' past year, almost in abeyance; and the labourer lacking the usual abundant 
supply of potatoes was unable to feed, and therefore did not seek a loan to pur- 
chase pigs. On the other hand, the borrowers being of a somewhat higher class,, 
obtained on the average a larger loan. 

A large number of the Local Societies have availed themselves of the 28th 
section of the Act, to issue monthly loans, charging one-penny-halfpenny per 
pound, per month, as discount thereon, in conformity to law ; and the Board 
have encouraged their so doing, conceiving the monthly instalments more applica- 
ble to agricultural districts than weekly repayments.
